Culture. — For  very  best  results  sow  the  Lettuce  in  rows  just  as  you  always  do,  but  when  it  is  up  and  making  the 
second  set  of  leaves,  transplant  it  to  about  4 to  6 inches  apart  in  the  rows.  Did  you  ever  realize  that  when  you 
sow  Lettuce  so  very  thick  in  the  row  that  you  are  getting  poor  quality  Lettuce  and  only  about  one-tenth  the  quan- 
tity to  the  row  that  you  should  have.  By  transplanting,  the  plants  will  make  immense,  tender  leaves  of  good 
quality,  and  the  headed  varieties  will  often  head,  making  solid  heads  weighing  one  pound  or  more.  Give  them 
plenty  of  room,  and  they  will  well  repay  you  for  the  little  time  and  trouble  you  take  in  transplanting.  Try  it  out 
on  a small  scale,  anyway,  and  see  if  we  are  not  right.
